H E Lords of Their Majeſties Rrivy Council confidering,- that by the 

Sixth Article of the Printed InſtryRions trom their Lordſhips to the 

Commiſſoners of Supply within the ſeveral Shires of this Kingdom, a- 

nent the new Levies, lr is appointed, that if any debate ſhall ariſe a- 
nent the Men to be.put out in the new Levy, and that it be alledged or found 
proven, that any of the Men to be now pur out are Deſerters from any of Their 
Majeſties ſtanlin? Forces, at home or abroad, the Comm:ſſoners are to deter- 
"mine the Maa to belong to the perſon who puts him out in the new Levy,albeic 
he be found a D:lerter, And underſtanding that ſeveral! of the ſtanding Forces 
are ready for gain to deſert, and take on in che new Levies : And ſeing it was ne 
ver the Councils meaning that any Souldlers (hould be encouraged to Deſert, bur 
that for haſtening the preſent Levies, any old Deſerter might take on therein. 
Therefore the (aids Lords of Their -Majeſties Privy Council ?2eclares, that by 
D :ſerters in the foreſaid InſtruRion, is only to be underſtood ſuch Deſerters as 
have deſerted preceeding the firſt day of November laſt bypaſt, but on no ways 
any ſuch Deſerters as have deſerted ſince that timez And Ordains the Com- 
m:Moners within the ſeveral Shires, ro determine that point of the (aid Sixth 
Inſtru&ion, in the preciſe terms hereof, and no ocherways, And the Council 
have recommended to Sir Thomas Livingſtoun, Commander in Chief of Their 
Majeſties Forces within this Kingdom, to acquaint the O fhcers of the ſtanding 
Forces, that they may quite their pretences tro ſuch Deſerters, as have De- 
ſerted preceeding rhe ſaid Firſt day of November laſt, And Ordains theſe pre- 
ſents to be Printed and Publiſhed at the Mercat-Crols of Edinbergh, and whole 
Mercat-Croſles of the remanent Head Burghs of the {everal Shires within this 
Kingdom, that none may pretend ignorance,
